THEIR DISCIPLINE 


Note—These Ordinances and Regulations rclate, to examinations of 


the year for which courses appear in this booklet. 


A—(i) ORDINANCES APPLICABLE FOR ADMISSION TO 
THE TEACHING DEPARTMENTS OF THE 
UNIVERSITY AND THE AFFILIATED . 

, COLLEGES | 


1. A student when applying for admission to a teaching de- 
partment of the University or to an affiliated college, shall produce 
a certificate as to his good conduct signed by the Head of the re- 
cognized. Institution last attended by him previous to his joining 
the University or the college along with his Admission Form. 

Provided that a student who has passed the last public exami- 

o nation as a private candidate shall furnish to the Registrar of the 
University or the Principal.of the college in which he desires to 
prosecute his studies evidence of his good conduct to the satis- 
faction of the Registrar or the Principal as the case may be. 

2. No student who wishes to enter upon a course of study 
prescribed for a degree of the University shall be admitted to a 
teaching department of the University or an affiliated college 
unless he has :— 


(i) passed the Intermediate Examination of the Board of 
High School and Intermediate Education, Uttar Pradesh 


or of an Indian Univetsity incorporated by any law for the 


time being in force ; or

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(ii) passed any other examination recognised by the University 
as equivalent thereto (Vide Appendix II). 

3. (a) A student shall be recognized as a member of the 
University as soon as he gets himself enrolled for a Degree/Dip- 
loma or other academic courses duly instituted in the University. 

(b) A student shall be recognised as a member of a teaching 
department of the University or an affiliated college as soon as he 
has been accepted by the Registrar or the Principal and has paid 
the fees demanded by the University or the college including the 
enrolment fee of the University 

4. A student seeking admission to the University after being 
enrolled in any other statutory University in India shall be re- 
quired to produce a migration certificate from the University last 
attended by him. A student enrolled in a teaching department 
of the University, or an affiliated college, shall not be allowed to 
transfer himself from any teaching department of the University 
to a college or from one college to another without a transfer 
certificate in the form prescribed. 

Provided further that no student shall be allowed to migrate 
from one affiliated college to another after his application for 
admission to the ensuing examination has been forwarded to the

persistent idleness, the Vice-Chancellor in the case of the Uni- 
versity teaching” departments and the Principal of the college

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may, according to the nature and gravity of the offence, inflict the 
following punishments :— 
(a) Imposition of fine ; 
(b) Suspension ; 
(c) Expulsion; 
(d) Rustication (in case of the affiliated colleges, approval 
of the Vice-Chancellor is necessary for rusticating a student). 


'These punishments shall be awarded according to the severity 
and nature of indiscipline in the order mentioned above. Rus- 
tication is a punishment that should be given for the severest 
offence and is a more severe punishment than explusion. Both 
rustication and expulsion may be given at any time during the 
year, for any period, provided always that it shall not be less than 
upto the end of the academic year in which the punishment is 
inflicted and it does not exceed two academic years in addition to 
the one in which punishment is inflicted. If necessary more than 
one punishment mentioned in Ordinance 10 (1) (a), 10 (1) (b), 10 
(1) (c) and 10 (1) (d) may be given simultaneously. If expulsion 
is inflicted, it can be raised to rustication later on if found necessary. 

(2) No student who has been so rusticated shall be eligible 
for admission to any other college or a teaching department of the 
University or appear is any examination conducted by the Uni- 
versity either as a regular or an ex-student within the period of his 
rustication. An expelled student may be admitted to another 
college only if both the Principals concerned agree and he may 
also appear in an examination conducted by the University as a 
regular or an ex-student during the period of expulsion, provided 
he is otherwise eligible to do so under the Ordinances framed by 
: the University. 

(3) All cases of expulsion or rustication shall be reported 
by the Principal concerned to the Viçe-Chancellor for information,

(4) When a student of a teaching department of the University 
is found guilty of misconduct or of persistent idleness the Vice-

(cr) expel him for any period not less tha the end of the aca- 
demic year ; Or |

Provided always that the Proctor, Deans, the Warden and the 
Hony. Librarian shall also have the power to impose a fine upto a 
maximum of Rs. 50 and that the President, Athletic Association, 
Heads of Departments, Assistant Proctors, the Superintendent of 
the University Hostel and Teachers of the University shall also 
have the power to impose a fine upto an extent of Rs. 25 only, it 
being always open to them to recommend to the Proctor and the 
Deans any further punishment that they may deem necessary. 

Punishment of suspension may be inflicted by the Proctor or 
the Deans. During the period of suspension, a student will not 
be allowed to attend any class nor will be given any attendance

NCC and NCC Rifles Compulsory for Under-graduate Classes 
of the University and its Affiliated Colleges 

1. Every able-bodied male student other than an overseas 
student of Indien origin or a foreign student residing in India, 
who has not completed the age of 26 and who is enrolled as a 
regular student studying for the first graduate's degree in this 
University or any of its affiliated colleges shall join the NCC or 
the NCC (R) and complete the training within a period of two 
years. | 

2. ‘The compulsory NCC training is meant for being comple- 
ted within a period of three years. Students studying in the Uni- 

versity or any of its affiliated colleges, are visualised to have under-

affiliated to this University will undergo this training in the first 
two years of their studies. 


3. Exemptions.

Provided, however, that a student so exempted shall be re- 
quired to do the P. 1. unless he has been exempted from the P. T. 
' also on medical grounds. 


(i) A student may be exempted from the NCC training for . 


a part or the whole of the year on the ground of his being required 
to play regularly for the University or an affiliated college. The 
number of students so exempted in case of Football or Hockey 
shall not exceed 22 and in case of Cricket it shall not exceed 15. 
The exemption from the NCC training for these games shall be 
given by the Vice-Chancellor on the recommendation of the Pre- 
sident, Athletic Association in case of the University and the Prin- 
cipal concerned on the recommendation of the Physical Instructor 
in case of an affiliated college. Exemption to students enrolled 
in regular teams organized by the University or an affiliated college 
in case of other major games may be granted likewise by the Vice-

CHAPTER XIX 
1. A candidate for the Degree of Doctor of Philosophy must 


be either— 
(7) an M.A. MEd., M.Com., M.Sc. or M.Sc. (Ag.)

(ii) an M.A., M.Ed., M.Com., M.Sc., or M.Sc. (Ag.)

2. Every candidate shall ordinarily pursue course of reseatch

Noite:—A teacher of this University shall be considered to be a

Ta exceptional cases he may pursue his research at a Research 
Institute or any other University, approved for this purpose by 
the Executive Council on the advice of the Academic Council 
of the University with the concurrence of the Faculty concerned.

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6. After the thesis is completed, the candidate shall supply

11. After the examiners have ra the thesis, they may duly

1. A candidate for the degree of D. Litt. or D. Sc. must be

(b) A Master of Arts or Master of Education or Master of 
Science or Master of Commerce or Master of Science 
in Agriculture of at least seven years’ standing of this 
University or of a University recognised by it, or a 
Doctor of Philosophy of at least two years’ standing of 
any University recognised for the purpose.

The candidate for the D.Sc. degree 
shall put in at least six month's work in the Science laboratory 
where experimental work is needed. 

Provided that in the case of teachers of the University having 
experience of Post-graduate, teaching for at least ten years and 
successfully guiding research work, the Faculty may, on the motion 
of the Research Degree Committee, waive the need for an adviser- 
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The thesis of such candidates shall, however, consist mainly of 
published work on the subject approved for their research.

1. No one shall be admitted to any examination of the Uni- 
versity unless he has been enrolled as a student of the University. 


2. The enrolment fee shall be Rs. 4 and shall be paid once 
only irrespective of the number of times the candidate appears 
‘at the examinations of the University or whether he appears as 
a student or an ex-student of an Affiliated College of the University 
or a Teaching Department of the-University or as a private can- 
‚didate. 

3. In the case of a student, who takes a Migration Certificate 
to join another University, his membership of the University 
shall lapse until such time as he may subsequently return with 
a Migration Certificate from the other University to take some 
further examination of the University.

1. Provided that accommodation is available, every under- 


graduate student shall reside in a hostel maintained by a college 


or in a hostel recognised or maintained by the University or with 
a parent or guardian. 


Note :—The term “ guardian” means and includes— - 
(1) a guardian appointed under the Guardians and Wards Act ora 
guardian appointed by the Court of Wards; 
(2) a person declared in writing by the student's parent or if he has 
no parent living, by the person described in clause (1) above, 
to be his guardian and approved by the Principal of the college ; 


(3) if the student has no parent or guardian as above, a person 
approved by the Principal of the college. 


The person approved under (2) and (3) above, shall reside in or 
near the town in which the college is situated and shall not be a 
student still reading in another class of the same or another college. 


2. If no room is available in a hostel maintained by an affilia- 
ted college or the University or in a hostel recognised by the 
University, the Principal ot the college or the Vice-Chancellor 
may permit a student to live in lodgings. 

Provided that the keeper of the lodgings undertakes (४) to 
reserve the lodgings for college students, (४) to permit inspection 
at any time by the Principal concerned or by any persons deputed 
by the Executive Council, and (¢) to abide by their requirements 
regarding supervision. 

3. No student shall be required to attend religious instruc- 
tion or religious observance in the hostel against the wishes of 
the parent or guardian. Tied e | 
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4. ‘The manager or secretary of a hostel, who desires to have 
his institution placed upon the list of recognised hostels, shall 
apply to the Executive Council through the Registrar, sending a 
copy of the rules of the institution, together with a sketch plan 
of the buildings and grounds. 

5. ‘The Executive Council, after consideration of the report 
of the Inspectors appointed for the purpose, shall inform the 
manager of secretary whether his institution can or cannot be 
placed upon the list of recognised hostels, and in the event of the 
application being refused, shall communicate the reasons for 
refusal. ۱ 

6. A recognised hostel shall be open to inspection at any 
time by the Principal of a college, who has students residing therein, 
and by any persons deputed by the Executive Council to visit it. 


Once in every three years, the Executive Council shall arrange 
for the inspection of all recognised hostels and recognised lod- 
gings and the persons so deputed to visit any hostel shall be supplied 
beforehand with all necessary information including (1) the terms 
of recognition, (2) the rules of the hostel as last approved by the 
University, (3) the name of the Warden and of the Manager of 
the Hostel. ‘The Inspector shall be requested to have regard not 
only to the existing conditions of the hostel but also of the con- 
tinuity and preservation of previous records, such as admission 


‘and conduct registers which are of permanent value for purpose 
of future reference. 


7. A recognised hostel shall be required to maintain and to 
produce for inspection, when called for, an admission register, 
a register of attendance and a conduct register.

The admission and condugt register can conveniently be main-

8. The Manager shall at once report to the 7२८७15१ any 
alteration. in the rules of the hostel or any change either of the 
Warden or of the Manager for the confirmation of the Executive 
Council and the Council shall thereupon notify to the Principal 
of the college whose students reside therein of the proposed 
changes and shall consider his opinion before confirming them.

11. Students who have been rusticated shall not be permitted 
to reside in a recognised hostel or approved lodgings during the 
period of their rustication. 


12. Before cancelling recognition of a hostel the Executive 


Council shall inform the Manager of the hostel of the ground on? 


which he considers it necessary to whithdsaw the recognition 
granted. The Council shall consider the written explanation, if 
any, that may be furnished by the Manager within fourteen days 
of its communication made to him and may then cancel the re- 
cognition or pass such other order as it deems fit. 


13. No student shall be admitted to an approved lodging 
without the approval in writing of (1) his Principal, (2) the 


Warden of any hostel in which he previously resided ; reference 


to these approvals to be recojded in the Hostel Admission

B—EXAMINATIONS (GENERAL) 
ORDINANCES

? takes to introduce social work and do social uplift work, such as cleaning tanks 








and wells, digging ditches for disposal of litter etc, improving sanitation and , 


drainage, construction of lanes and drains, health lectures, adult education 
.drive and mintenances of night schools. 


The camp may be held twice a year during the winter recess and summer 
‘vacation or once during the summer vacation. But before the students go out 
:for camp they must be given at least six lectures in the theory of social work, as 
follows :— 


(1) Personal approach—the basis of Social Work.

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C—RE-ADMISSION TO UNIVERSITY EXAMINATIONS
